Dunne May Suffer From 
Hearst’s Support. 


Democratic National Leaders 
Taking An Interest. 


Both Sides Confident On Eve 
of Battle. 


MAKING SUPERHUMAN EFFORT 


Chicago, Ill., March 3i.-[8pectal.]— 
As the municipal election on Tuesday 
draws nearer the contest takes on more 
and more of the aspect of a warfare 
against William Randolph Hcarst and 
his newspaper lieutenants, who have 
been exceedingly active In the cam¬ 
paign. Oft the eve of a contest which 
is to bo the hottest In Chicago for many 
years it begins to appear that Mayor 
Dunne will suffer on account of the 
support given him by Mr. Hearst and 
also because of the bitter personalities 
Indulged in by the Hearst papers. 
Dispatches front Washington to-night 
intimate that some of the Democratic 
national leaders are secretly hoping for 
the defeat of Mayor Dunne, not be¬ 
cause they have aught against the can¬ 
didate, but because they believe his 
failure to be elected would lessen the 
polltoal Influence of Mr. Hearst. Dem¬ 
ocratic friends of William Jennings 
Bryan think he and his party will have 
clearer sailing a year hence If the 
Hearst influence suffers a relapse In 
Chicago as It did In the East. 


The Independent Vote. 


The Record-Herald will present a 
strong editorial to-morrow Indorsing 
the candidacy and platform of the Re¬ 
publicans and denouncing the record of 
Mayor Dunne, who Is characterized as 
not intellectually fit or morally strong 
enough to handle the affairs of a great 
city like Chicago. A few days ago the 
Evening News printed a similar in¬ 
dorsement of Mt. Busse. 

These two papers for years have con¬ 
trolled an lndepednent vote estimated at 
80.000 to 45,000. and it is believed their 
attitude will be disastrous to the May¬ 
or's aspirations to sucedm himself. Ev¬ 
en' other newspaper In the city is ur-, 
gently Insisting on the election of Mr. 
Busse. There Tver* many meetings over 
the city to-day, and the climax of the 
campaign will be reached to-morrow 
when both the leading parties will make 
superhuman efforts to line up their 
forces for the fray. 

The Republican and Democratic lead¬ 
ers did not yield during the day from 
the forecasts made by them yester¬ 
day. Mayor Dunne believes he will 
be elected by at least 40,000, and he 
is sincere. The Busse lieutenants, 
whose canvasses of the various pre¬ 
cincts were unusually thorough, show 
quite as big a plurality for Busse. In 
fact, their figures make an even bet¬ 
ter exhibit than they have announced 
publicly.

Both Sides Worried. 

The fact Is that both sides are much 
worried to-nlgh>t, that 16 the rank and 
file on both sides.

M r. Grow was elected to Congress 
from the Wllmct district of Pennsyl¬ 
vania as the youngeet member of that 
body In 1851, and, lifter retirement from 
public life for nearly forty years, he 
re-entered the House of Representa¬ 
tives as Congressman-at-large from 
Pennsylvania fourteen years ago. 
When he retired four years ago hi# 
public service# in the House extended 
over the longest period, although not 
oomJtlmiou® service, of any man who 
ever Kit In that body. 

During the antebellum day# he was 
one of the best known men ln the 
Urvlted States, and in 1864 he came 
within ohe vote of being nominated for 
Vice President In place of Andrew 
Johnson, who became President on tihe 
death of Abrfcbam Ldroocfln. 

Mr. Grow was elected Speaker of the 
House in 1861. and occupied that por¬ 
tion during rhe first two years of the 
war, urVtil hi# retirement from Con¬ 
gress in 1863. 

Mr. Grow’s greatest public sendee 
wns ns the “Father of the Homestead 
law," through which measure many 
millions of acres of Western farm llunds 
were opened up to settlement by home¬ 
steaders. an Biot whloh ha# been cred¬ 
ited wUh doing more than any ojtber 
cne thing for the development of < tho 
great Wes*. 

Mr. Grow was the last mmivlng 
member erf a family of six children. 
He was never married.

Forecaster Walz Feels Un¬ 
easy About Fruit. 

Drop of 20 Degrees In Few 
Hours. 


Said Frost Would Settle Over 
State. 


END OF UNIQUE MONTH. 


With only six more degrees to drop 
to the freezing point, according to th# 
readings at 8 o’clock last night, F. J. 
Walz, weather forecaster for Louisville, 
said that frost would probably settle at 
many points in Kentucky before morn¬ 
ing and great damage would be dune 
the fruit crops. 

The almost unprecedented warmth of 
the past two weeks had cooked trees 
and flowers Into full blossom. Accord¬ 
ing to the weather man they are not In 
condition to withstand the sudden cold 
snap which developed yesterday and 
last night. The drop brought the tem¬ 
perature to the figures that are normal 
for this time of the year. The trouble 
is that the warm weather of the past 
two weeks was about a month ln ad¬ 
vance of the season.

The Only Hope. 


The prediction of slightly warmer rot- 
to-day is the hope Mr. Walz holds out. 
It was possible that the higher temper¬ 
ature would move ln during the night 
before the thermometer registered the 
freezing point and so save the fruit 
from the frosts.

Drop of 20 Degree#. 


From midnight Saturday to 7 o'clock 
yesterday morning the thermometer re¬ 
corded a drop of 20 degrees. During the 
day there was a general decline In the 
temperature until 38 degrees was re¬ 
corded at 8 o'clock last night. The cold 
was accompanied by a sharp March 
wind which made things disagreeable 
for those who were obliged to be out 
of doors. The maximum temperature 
yesterday was 60 c^grees. 

Slightly warmer and fair Is the pre¬ 
diction for to-day with continued cool 
weather for several days to come. Tho 
cold of yesterday was a reaction follow¬ 
ing the abnormal weather of the past 
two weeks, and was caused by a geenrul 
high pressure area that originated In 
the northwest and extended over near¬ 
ly all of the United States.

Most Remarkable Month. 1 


In many ways Mardh has been one 
of the most rerr ricablo months in the 
history of the local Weather Bureau. 
For two day# all heat records for the 
month were broken. One of them was 
when the mercury climbed up to the 
87.6 mark and the other was the fol¬ 
lowing day when the diver thread 
climbed to the 8S mark. When Fore¬ 
caster WaJz took the readings on those 
days he glanced at the calendar to 
make sure that It was not June In¬ 
stead of March. 

During the two weeks ending test 
night there were but two cloudy and 
but one rainy day. Old Inhabitant# 
were unanimous In their declarations 
that March. 1907, was one of the finest 
and warmest months within their ex¬ 
perience. Never before at this season 
of the year do they remember having 
sat around in shirt sleeves.

SPECIALISTS IN CRIME ARE 
EASILY TRACKED DOWN 
BY DETECTIVES. 


Raped la, Italy, March 3L—Though 
originally U was Intended by Prince 
Von Bualow, the German Imperial 
Chancellor, and Signor Tittoni. the Ital¬ 
ian Minister of Foreign Affairs, that 
not the slightest political' lmrportance 
should attach to their meeting here to¬ 
day. after a few hours* conference at 
the Imperial Palace Hotel this morn- 
inig lit was decided before separating to 
Issue an official statement. This was 
as follows: 

This morning there took place a long 
and Amicable discussion between Prince 
Von Buelow and Signor Tittoni. Al¬ 
though the conference was not brougut 
about by political reasons, naturally the 
subjects of conversation w«»re the political 
questions now occupying the international 
field. 

The conversation demonstrated again 
the complete and full correspondence of 
Ideas of the two statesmen. 

Although the strictest secrecy Is 
maintained ocmeeming the meeting of 
the diplomats, ft seems that the chief 
discussion was concerning the efficiency 
and strength of the triple alliance and 
that It was especially argued that re¬ 
ciprocal relations between Austria and 
Italy should be strengthened, as the 
greatest danger threatening the two 
Powers was a conflict between them¬ 
selves. which the triple alliance wished 
to avoid. 

It la expected that the conferences 
will end when Prince Von Buelow and 
Bignior Tittoni meet Baron Aehrenthal, 
the Austro-Hungarian Ftoeign Minis¬ 
ter. 

It Is asserted that the German Chan¬ 
cellor Is not opposed to the principle of 
a general limitation of armaments, but 
that he will reserve his actual adhesion 
to it until a practical way for Its ap¬ 
plication is found.

Russian, Turned From Sister's Home, 
Runs Amuck.

ONE VICTIM DIES. 


SAM MITCHELL IN JAIL ON THE 
CHARGE OF MURDER. 


Mrs. Thomas Turner, Who Was 
Wounded, Still in Critical 
Condition. 


John Solomon, colored, died from the 
effects of gunshot wounds, received 
Saturday night, at the City Hospital 
at noon yesterday. Sam Mitchell, col¬ 
ored. who Is charged with shooting Sal¬ 
omon. Is in the county juil charged 
with murder, the charge having been 
changed at the death of Solomon. 

Mrs. Thomas Turner, who was also 
shot accidentally by Mitchell, Is still 
in a critical condition at the University 
Hospltul, and it is not yet known 
whether or not she will recover. I^aat 
night her physician. Dr. C. C. English, 
said: 

“Mrs. Turner Is resting nicely and 
her condition has improved during the 
day. She is now much better than I 
had thought it would be possible for 
her to be. However. It will be several 
days before I can tell whether nr not 
she will recover. Her chance for recov¬ 
ery is much better than I had expected. 

“I have not yet extracted the bullet 
and have not probed for It to-day for 
fear that It might be lodged lu the 
lung. I was unable to locate the ball 
Saturday night.** 

Both Mrs. Turner and Solomon were 
shot Saturday night at First and Wal¬ 
nut streets by bullets thought to have 
been flred by Sam Mitchell at Solomon. | 
The negro was struck first and fatally 
injured. He was removed to the City 
Hospital. Mrs. Turner, with her daugh¬ 
ter, were passing along the street and. 
hearing the shots, tried to get out of 
the way, Mrs. Turner was struck by a 
stray ball and may not recover.

has received from Russian colonists in 
Bnazdl a letter complaining of the diffi¬ 
cult position of the colonists and the 
unfair treatment of them by Brazilians, 
and asking him to [wohibit emigration 
to the SouLh American republic. Riga 
Is the starting point of a large stream 
of emigrants to Brazil. 

Fellow-Prisoners Kill Him. 

Krusk, Russia, March 31.—Druz- 
KLn'lnnikoff. an ox-policeman, who was 
sentenced Ftlbmary 21 to a year's Im¬ 
prisonment for tortutr.ng peasants dur¬ 
ing a punitive expedition, has been 
killed by peanut prisoners in the JaJl 
here. They captured him and held a 
regular court and executed him by 
dashing out hte brains ag-rimst the floor.

Owners of resorts, such as beer gar¬ 
dens. that at present are just outside 
the city limits, but which occupy the 
territory that thosa back of the an¬ 
nexation ordinance are seeking to bring 
into the city, likely will fight the or¬ 
dinance.

After all. criminals are quite charm¬ 
ing in their simplicity. 1 mean the 
real habitual criminals who do w rong | 
because they can’t help It. Most peo- j 
pie who have had to do with them in¬ 
timately have been struck with their | 
resemblance to children. 

Real criminals, too, lack ideas. It is 
on this account that the majority of 
them can be easily traced. Any smart 
detective who by examining the situa¬ 
tion of a criminal act, has some Idea 
at once as to who Is likely to have had 
a hand In the deed. Mostly the crim¬ 
inal hasn’t the brains to alter his 
method; he has no originality. His 
crimes are simply insanity working in 
one narrow channel. 

I was doing the rounds with a city 
detective one night during the present 
month. He had Just been put on to 
search for a man by his chief. And 
what at first aroused my interest was 
the indifferent way he pursued his task. 

"Oh,” he said, when I hinted at this, 
"I know my man, know where he'll l>e 
and the time he’ll be there.” 

"The fellow I want.** said the detect¬ 
ive. like all criminals, is a fool. He 
always does the very same thing he’s 
wanted for now*.” 

As a matter of fact, he had been 
"copping” lead. He had a market for 
lead. He had a good knowledge of 
lead, and a knack of always knowing 
where some of It was waiting innocent¬ 
ly. to be pinched. Lead was all he 
wanted and all he would take. 

"I've knowm him,” remarked the de¬ 
tective, "to go through rooms full of 
valuables even with a g«»id watch lying 
lcosely on a table—to get to the top 
of the house where he knew there was 
lead. He had no call for watches; they 
weren't in his line—Just as a chap on 
the Royal Exchange who deals in corn 
has no use for cotton. He knew*, too. 
that if he were foolish enough to leave 
his beaten track, without having 
thought it w*ell out, he w*as as good as 
done for.” 

We proceeded tow*ard the "lead 
pincher's" customary haunt, the attrac¬ 
tion of which was a woman! 

“I shall have to get him at a certain , 
time. All these follows,’’ -wont on the j 
officer, "have ways peculiar to them- 
aelves. Each man always steals the j 
some kind of articles, always using 
practically the same methods.

“See! been stealing lead for 
twenty years; started in 1885—half of 
his time in gaol—all for lead.

As soon as he's liberated com¬ 
plaints come in to us about nuissinir 
lead.” 

And so it was emphasized by my In¬ 
formant, and by others, that It is very 
seldom a fellow changes his system, 
or the kind of object of his theft. If 
a man goes in for Jewelry, he sticks to 
It—1 mean, he sticks to the habit of 
stealing Jewelry. 

’’There's a fellow I nabbed last 
week.” said the deteotlve. “He'd been 
out of gaol for two days when he looted 
a shop ln a main thoroughfare. As 
soon as I saw the panel removed from 
the back door I knew the man I was 
to deal with. I've never known a man 
who could • take out a door panel so 
neatly and smartly as he can. Well, he 
took out the panel, which was his in¬ 
variable custom, and Just cleared a 
case of small silverware. He had made 
up his mind what he was going to 
swag—had probably seen It in the day¬ 
time. It must have taken him some 
time to get to the case, and he must 
have removed articles valued at hun¬ 
dreds of pounds to reach It.” 

“Curious," I remarked. 

"Well, customary—habitual—lack of 
originality, or something of that sort.”

Government in matters affecting Inter¬ 
state commerce. But neither Congress 
nor the State Legislature, each acting 
'Within Its respective sphere, has any 
Intention, or any right, to confiscate 
the property o<f the roads, which is 
virtually done whenever regulations 
are made which prevent the company 
tram earning enough to pay expenses 
and a reasonable return upon the cap¬ 
ital employed.

Saturday Evening. March 30.—The New 
York Stock Exchange was closed to-day 
In observance of tho Baxter holiday. Al¬ 
though on Monday the price level receded 
below that of March 14. the Now York 
market recorded substantial gains for 
the week, tho average price of twenty 
railroad stocks showing an Increase of 
6.08. Concerted support from powerful 
Interests was a feature, and there was 
much more short selling than liquidation, 
some highly capitalized issues like Penn¬ 
sylvania being In abnormal dt^nand. Com¬ 
pletion of April settlements In New York 
and abroad, with no important failures 
anywhere, Inauguration of gold imports, 
various liberal monetary relief measures 
taken by the Treasury Depart hunt, and 
the extremely important victory of the 
Great Northern railroad in the case before 
the Supreme Court of Minnesota were 
leading factors Influencing the recovery. 
The threatened strike of Western rail¬ 
road employes came in for consideration, 
but it was generally believed that through 
arbitration or other means a strike would 
bo averted. The weekly statement of 
the New York banks was fully as favora¬ 
ble as expected, and the bank position Is 
now the strongest for the period in a 
number of years. Improvement In the 
monetary situation was brought about 
principally by the Secretary of the Treas¬ 
ury depositing 114.000.000 of custom re¬ 
ceipts in New York depositary banks 
and further facilitating the redemption 
of the 4 per cent, bonds. There was 
marked ease in money rates yesterday, 
notwithstanding call loans made carry 
over four days and that It was the last 
open money market before April 1, when 
heavy interest and dividend disburse¬ 
ments become due. Good Judges of mon¬ 
ey expect that next week will witness a 
going rate for tho longer periods of less 
than 6 per cent.

Yet ev¬ 
ery two or three years mark the growth 
of tho new Rome which for twenty 
yOdra has been bullying upon the hill 
of the Qulrimtl and along Its westerly 
slopes overlooking the Tiber and the 
world of tho Vatican beyond, hotels, 
palaces and what not, all of marble and 


they cause war. In other words, son^ 
persons bellove that peace can bo pre¬ 
served only with armies and navies and 
others that war is due entirely to their 
existence. These two views arc going 
to come Into contact at any and all 
conferences designed to limit anna 
ments. Besides these two general 
views, there will enter Into any dis¬ 
cussion of the subject at The Hague 
conference the Jealousies and ambi¬ 
tions of individual nations. 

Economically a limitation of arma¬ 
ments Is devoutly to bo wished, for 
the constant enlargement of navies 
is a tremendous burden to the peo¬ 
ple. who in the end must pay the 
expenses. If the growth of navies con¬ 
tinues year after year the time will 
come when the taxpayers of the world 
will be crushed by the ousts and the 
nations will suffer economic exhaus¬ 
tion. 

Morally any step to mitigate the hor¬ 
rors of war is to be applauded. Hu¬ 
man life should be regarded as too 
precious to be wastod at the cannon’s 
mouth. Peace Is to be desired always. 

But the limitation of armaments Is 
remote, so tlxe economic relief sought 
thereby Is not to be expected. Without 
the limitation of armaments there Is 
no chance of the mitigation of the hor¬ 
rors of war and of unbroken peace. 

There is a way to disarmament and 
to continuous peace, however, and this 
way rests upon a movement entirely 
removed from the question proposed by 
Great Britain for The Hague confer¬ 
ence and defended by Btr Henry Camp¬ 
bell-Bannerman. It rests upon an inter¬ 
national court, wherein nations may 
sue and be sued, as Individuals, firms 


50.000 men, and, indirectly, half a mil¬ 
lion, is of bo portentous a nature that 
it has overcome tho reluctance of the 
roads to put their affairs Into the hands 
of an arbitration board, whose award 
Is binding. 

The people are only Indirectly inter¬ 
ested In the settlement of the contro¬ 
versy between the railroads and their 
employes. At the some time, however, 
the public Interest In the transporta¬ 
tion buslneas west of Chicago, which 
involves the entire business with the 
Pacific coast, and most of the rest 
west of the Mississippi, is immense— 
almply incalculable. The losses and in¬ 
conveniences that would result from 
the stopping of all this kaffle for an 
indefinite time are quite inconceivable. 
The public have, therefore, a right to 
demand that no fair and practicable 
mean* to settle this controversy with¬ 
out a strike shall be neglected.

would withdraw from the conference 
if Russia compiled—gives peculiar in¬ 
terest to an article from the pen of Sir 
Henry Campbell-Bannerman^ in Tho 
Nation, in which he discusses Great 
Britain’s attitude toward tho subject.

The Erdrnan Law. 

The extremely dangerous situation 
caused by the threatened strike of the 
Western trainmen has led to the invok¬ 
ing of a law which has king been In dis¬ 
use.

1898. 

The act provides that “whenever a

This time 
the appeal is made in favor of the rail¬ 
road*. which offered to arbitrate the 
differences. 

In addition to the part quoted, tho 
law provides that if the controversy 
cannot be settled by the Interstate 
Commerce Commissioner and the Com¬ 
missioner of Labor, It shall be referred 
to an arbitration board of three, one 
of whom shall be chosen by the em¬ 
ployer®, one by the employes and the 
third by these two. But if the twoj 
chosen shall fail to name the third 
within five days, the chairman of the 
Interstate Commerce Commission and 
th© Commissioner of Labor shall 
name him. The award ha* the 
force and effect of a bill of ex¬ 
ceptions when filed In the United State© 
Circuit Court ln the district where 
the controversy arose, and is con¬ 
clusive on both sides, unless set aside 
for error of law appearing in the rec¬ 
ord. 

The binding nature of this award J* 
its most conspicuous feature, and Is 
probably the reason why the act has 
been so seldom invoked. Both sides are 
required to execute It faithfully. The 
employer must not discharge the men 
within thre© months after the award 
without giving thirty days’ notification. 

A similar provision binds the employe*, 
who must not quit the nervice of the 
company within three months without 
giving thirty days’ notice of their in¬ 
tention to do so. In other word*, the 
act provides for a sort of compulsory 
arbitration In certain cases, but with 
results that are only temporary. As 
compulsory arbitration has been op¬ 
posed ln this country, both by employ¬ 
ers and employes. It itf' easy to under¬ 
stand why this act has for the most 
part been left Inoperative, because 
neither side was disposed t»o put it in 
operation.

Unless the dealers comply with the 
demands of the paperhangers by 9 
o'clock Lids morning. It Is likely the 
members of the Paperhangers’ Union 
will be called out to-day. A meeting of 
the paperhangers will be held at Ger¬ 
mania Hall at 9 o’dock this morning 
bo hear the final report of the com¬ 
mittee appointed to confer with the 
dealers on Saturday. It was said yes¬ 
terday that nothing had been gained 
by the conference, and there Is hardly 
a doubt tiiat the paperhangers will go 
out. The union here Is about 250 
strong. 

R. E. McDowell, a member of the 
commit toe from the dealers that con¬ 
ferred with tho committee from the 
paperhangerfl, said yesterday after¬ 
noon that the main comention was over 
the closed shop proposition. Ho said 
that while he was in sympathy with 
the paperhangers and favored the cloe»- ( 
ed shop, there were other dealers who 
felt they should be allowed to em¬ 
ploy whom they pleased. He also said 
that one of the demand* of the paper- 
hangers was that no dealer should per¬ 
mit a paporhonger to go to work after 
8 o’clock In tho morning. 

“That would work a hardship upon 
us,” said Mr. McDowell, “as we would I 
be compelled to turn a rnan down If 
he reported for duty five or ten min- , 
utes after 8 o’clock, and We could not 
put him to work until the next morn¬ 
ing." 

Mr. McDowell said that the paper-1 
hangers, except a few tiiat are etu- ! 
ployed by dealers the year round, are 
paid by piecework. 

“They urtv^eniunding practically a 
25 por cent. \ncrease," he said, "and 
they a Iso want the dealers to pro¬ 
vide the tools Nand paste and to de- 
Ucer them from\une Job U> another. 

are willing to grunt the increase, 
attd we are also willing to supply tools 
and paste and pay an pxpressman for 
hauling them from one Job to another, 
but we w'ant the paperhangers to ndd 
enough to their price-list to cover this 
extra cuet." 

According to Mr. McDowell, the 
paperhanger Is at liberty to charge 
what he pleases to hang paper.

"While each dealer has his corps of 
pa perh angers, the cost of hanging 
paper is not included In the pried we 
charge for wallpaper,’* said Mr. Mc¬ 
Dowell. “When a person enters the 
establishment of a dealer to purchase 
wallpaper we make him a price on It. 
The matter of hanging the paper is an 
outside consideration. As n rule the 
purchaser wants to know what the cost 
of hanging the paper will be. and ue 
are In a i>.wJtlon to tell them. If they 
Instruct us to deliver the paper and 
furnish paperhangers, we do so and in¬ 
clude the whole cost In our bill. The 
paperhunger looks to us for bia money 
every Saturday lvlght and 6*e pay him, 
regardless of whether we have eolleet- 
ed from the person for whom thd work 
wns done." 

Mr. McDowell said that a meeting of 
the; dealers, as well as the paper- 
hangers. would be held at 9 o’clock this 
rooming, but that he was not in a posi¬ 
tion to state what would be done. £1© 
did not know whether a committee 
from the dealers would wait upon the 
paperhangers at Germania Hall and 
a>k for further conference. He said 
that he was ln sympathy with the 
paperhangers, having been one himself, 
and tl at he hoped a strike could bo 
averted. 

The dealers, at a conference held with 
a committee from the paperhangers 
Friday, agreed to some of the demands, 
It Is said, but in turn demanded cer¬ 
tain concessions from the paperhangers 
which they were unwilling to make. 
The matter was discussed at length at 
a mooting of the Paperhangers* Union 
Friday night, and It was agreed to turn 
down the proposition of the dealera 
Desiring to give them another chance, 
however, the committee from the 
paperhangers was instructed to confer 
again Saturday wHh the dealers and 
deliver tho union’s ultimatum. The 
dealers. It Is wild, held firm and refused 
to agree to the terms of the strikers, 
one of which provided for a closed 
shop. 

Every wallpaper dealer In the city 
has booked orders for weeks ahead, 
and If a strike materializes they likely 
wlU have Irate housewives flocking 
about their establishments. Thte Is the 
soason for house-cleaning, and those 
who have papering to be done will not 
willingly countenance any delay on the 
part of the wallpaper dealers. Tho 
paperhangers feel that the dealers can¬ 
not nfford to hold out for any great 
length of time against them, and their 
position Is strengthened by tho fuct 
that paperhangers all over tho country 
are buoy at this season of the year. 


It has jus* developed that Kentucky 
will have afiother cause for congratu¬ 
lation ovear the location of the State 
building in the pine grove at the west¬ 
ern limits of the Exposition grounds. 
It will be the only State building which 
Is shaded by trees of any consequence, 
and the unique character of the fort 
will harmonize splendidly with the sur¬ 
roundings. Word has been received by 
the Kentucky Commission that con¬ 
strue Cion work has commenced on tho 
commercial pier which is to immediate¬ 
ly adjoin the Exposition grounds on 
the west. 

The location of the pier and the an¬ 
nouncement that work oc It Is well 
under way are sources of much gratifi¬ 
cation to the members of the State 
Commission. It means tiiat between 
50 and 75 per cent, of the visitors to 
the Exposijt|>n will pass along one side 
of the Kentucky building on their way 
Into the grounds and on their departure 
from them. The pier will extend Into 
Hampton Roads at the end of One 
Hundred and Fourth streat. This street 
Is not more than seventy-five yards 
from the stockade of the Fort of 
Boonesborough. and the beautiful plno 
forest which surrounds the fort. It is 
probable that the gate from the pier 
will enter the grounds through the pine 
forest, thus turning the visitors Into 
the very dooryard of the Kentucky i 
building, as it were. 

President Atkinson and his associates 
on the Kentucky Commission are hope¬ 
ful of substantial support from tho 
Fiscal Courts of the State, many of 
which w-iil meet to-morrow, and others 
one week from to-morrow. Every Fis¬ 
cal Court has been appealed to for an 
appropriation to the fund required In 
order that Kentucky may have a part 
in the Exposlpon.

The reports from Frankfort that ef¬ 
forts had rooenrfUy been made by Louis- 
vLLle negroes to Incorporate an organ¬ 
ization uivder the name of “Kentucky 
Grand Lodge Improved Benevolent and 
protective Order of Elks’* caused a big 
ptir in local Eikdom when tt became 
known, that tho articles of incorpora¬ 
tion had been forwardod to Frankfort 
by negroes. Harry McChesney, Secre¬ 
tary of Slate, held up the papers and 
refused to Incorporate the lodge until j 
he could male.* a thorough investiga¬ 
tion, although there wa* nothing at'- 1 
oompiinytng the papers to Indicate that I 
the litgnors were negroes. Secretary 
McCheeney, howover, knew’ that the 
words **Benevolent and Protective Or¬ 
der of Elks” were incorporated under 
the laws of the United States, and he 
decided to make an investigation as to 
the iURhiorlty of any other organization 
to use the name befoiv granting a char- 
tor. 

R. W. Brawn, Past Grand Exalted 
Ruler of the Grand Lodge of Elko, 
said la.*t night that ho bad communi¬ 
cated with Secretary MoCneaney and 
asked Wrn not to grant a charter to 
the organisation on the ground that 
thv words “Benevolent and Protective 
Order of Elks" were copyrighted and 
no other order had the right to use 
(hem. He hold the mat ter would be 
tested in the counts by the State of¬ 
ficials and officers of Uv* Elks Lodge, 
arid, if necessary. It Is likely that the 
Grand Lodge officers wtU take the m it. 
ter up and push it through all of the 
courts to ascertain tlhe rights of the 
Elk* Lodge In tho United Slates. 

Efforts have frequently been made by 
negroes in the South to obtain a char¬ 
ter for an Elks’ lodge, ‘but their efforts 
have repeatedly boen balked by the 
white k*dges taking the matter to Ur* 
couria and asserting Umlr rights.

L^st winter Celia left here about $4o.w0 
wAr.nor, having hud one of the best so*t- 
s„r:s of his career In the ring Rut this 
winter he bus had bad luck Just at times 
wr.en he was making strenuous attempts 
to got out on the season. For Instance, 
when J- W. Fuller landed No Quarter, 
with Wolff riding, the other day Ceila 
paid the Texan something llk^ $3.oW, to 
say nothing of what he paid the friends 
of the wily Southern owner. Several 
other occasions could be cited In which 
Fuller has hit this layer heavily, one of 
the most recent being when Toy Boy won 
at 12 to 1 . 

Celia made an effort to get. even on the 
season—or nearly so—hist Friday, wh«>n 
he bet heavily on Husted In the sixth race 
and “soaked*’ Telescope and everything 
In the rdfro for everything he could get. 
The result, however, was anything out 

? kusunt for the St. L>ul» layer, as he was 
orced to pay off on Telescope at 4 to 1. 
losing his wager on Husted. The dis¬ 
qualification of Juggler, after winning the 
handicap event lust Thursday, was aUo 
a heavy blow to this bookmaker. He has 
been hit time and agidn by these freaks 
of fortune. All these things have pio- 
duuced big holes In his bank roll. Celia 
is a big operator, however, and If he 
could get a few good “breaks” during 
the remaining two weeks of the wln'er 
season here he will cut down his losses 
to a minimum mighty quick. 

Jack Sheehan Is the next bigest loser 
on the season. Sheehan Is a gambler 
pure and simple In his bookmuJclng meth¬ 
ods. He Is a good Judge of horseflesh 
and a shrewd handlespper, and when he 
doesn’t like a horse you cao go to him 
and bet the limit of your bonk roll any 
day. Some few weeks ago he shocked ev¬ 
ery mtin in the ring by his operations, 
and Eastern and Western players and 
layers were forced to sit up and take 
notice. The climax of his laying came 
when i John W. Gates nnd Paul Ralne> 
were here and betting with him. These 
plungers sure gave Jack a taste of high 
life with the result that he Is now re¬ 
ported to bo loser to the extent of about 
$40,000. 

It Is possible to go right down the line 
and cite one and all of the layers as 
heavy losers and as the meeting draws 
nearer the end familiar faces amongst 
the knights of the chalk are dally fad¬ 
ing from view It Is estimated that nigh 
onto a hundred bookmakers have had 
their hank rolls shot Into shoe strings 
since the meeting opened lost November.

As soon as the horses 
shifted hack to the Fair Grounds for the 
last week’s racing hard luck appeared 
to overtake NIcol, nnd no doubt after 
the very raw ruling of the stewards In 
which they disqualified his mount Jug¬ 
gler after winning a handicap rac** about 
a week ago. the boy gave up the fight In 
disgust, leaving for Memphis last Sat¬ 
urday night, where he will take a well- 
merited rest before going East, 

NIcol undoubtedly Is one of the best 
riders ever seen in the Middle West. The 
most glowing tribute that could be paid 
him Is that success has not turned his 
head as has been the case with so many 
promising young riders He Is. to all ap¬ 
pearances, the same gentlemanly, unas¬ 
suming little fellow that entered our 
midst, a bashful youngster, but little over 
two years ago. and these qualities, com¬ 
bined with hs wonderful aptitude to win 
on any old kind of a horse, has made for 
him a boat cf friends and well-wishers, 
and all of whom hope to see him reap 
urato himself even greater honors In the 
East, where he will ride the coming sea¬ 
son. 

Jockey Gamer heads the list of winning 
Jockeys by a safe margin now. having 
gained considerably over NIcol, who Is 
second, during the pant week.

Since the announcement was made club 
members have rallied in bountiful num¬ 
ber*. new member* have applied for ad¬ 
mission and in ail sufficient encourage¬ 
ment has been given the Jockey Club 
officials to cause them to announce su¬ 
preme satisfaction at the prospect* for 
perpetuating the plant which will insure 
its future as a home for the thorough- 
, *1 the lovers of fast horseflesh. 
Efforts, it la said, on tho, part of L. A. 
Celia, and his St. Louis following to per- 
suade the local director* to attempt to 
hold a meeting here on the date* claimed, 
April 16 to May 10, fell flat. Although 
owning big blocks of stock In the Jockey 
Club the Rt. Louis turf triumvirate 
showed a weak hand, according to the 
best of Information, for their plan* to 
operate here under pretense of not vio¬ 
lating any of the rigid clause* In the 
recent Fouirt law. wore completely ignored 
and an effort to gain representation on 
the directory also fniled. 

At the matinee racing to be held here 
next Saturday racing without the betting 
feature will be attempted. Silver cups 


and other trophies will bo awarded the 
winner*. Horsemen who have wintered at 
tho lornl course and who will soon Jour¬ 
ney East in the largest numbers of any 
previous yoar have secured permission 
from the Jockey Ultib official* for Mont¬ 
gomery Park on April 5, and on that day 
races for gontlenum riders. Juvenile race*, 
race* for older horses ana a sleeploetiaao 
will be given. 

Stipulated in the consent of the Jockey 
Club to the owners Is a distinct undcr- 
* landing that no betting of any form will 
be allowed on tho club property. The re¬ 
sult of the experiment will b© watched 
with Interest all over the country, a* 
many neople. Including the local horsemen 
bchtna tho movement, have always claim¬ 
ed that the lov© of the general public In 
Memphis and vicinity Is so great for the 
sport that successful meeting* could be 
held her© without the betting-ring 
feature.

T begins to look a* though a return 
contest between Battling Nelson and 
Jo© Gan* will be one of the pugilistic 
event* of the Bummer. Tex Rickard 
hn* offered th© championship disputants 
$30,000 for a fight to a finish at Ely, Nev., 
on July 4. and Eddy Graney ha* outbid 
Rickard by $5,000. Graney thinks the at¬ 
traction good enough for San Francisco 
and has told Nolaji that he can secure a 
permit for a twenty-five-round event, 
writes big Bill Naughton. 

Both Nolan and Nelson would prefer a 
finish contest, but as against that th© 
Dane is averse to boxing in Nevada, 
claiming that the climate of that State 
ha* an enervating Influence on him. 

Managers Ben Seilg and Billy Nolan, 
representing Gans and Kelson respective¬ 
ly, have discussed both offers and will 
get together Monday night and decide 
which they will accept. 

The diplomat* and tacticians of the 
matchmaking department of pugilism 
must feel amused at the bluff methods of 
Tex Rickard. Tex wants the Oans-Nel¬ 
son match nnd wp.ms It “bad.” For nJl 
that he cannot bring himself to dissemble. 

A little kowtowing and rubbing of the 
fur the right way might cause this over¬ 
ripe Queenaberry plum to drop at Rick¬ 
ard’s feet with an unctious thud, but you 
don’t find Tex trying to conciliate any¬ 
body. 

R.ckard doesn’t like Nolan, who directs 
the fistic fortunes of the nifty Norseman, 
and at the risk of injuring his chance* 
of securing the coveted attraction he 
doesn’t hesitate to say so. You don’t find 
him crooking the pn-gnant hlnge.H of the 
knee or anything of that kind. Not on 
your life. He say* he wouldn't pn** the 
time of day to Nolan, let alone dlsctiB* 
business matters with h.m. and that tl 
Nolan want* to accept the $30,000 offer 
he mu*t appoint a temporary manager to 
conduct negotiations. 

So much for Rickard** feeling's. Now 
for his opinion*. He says ho doesn’t be¬ 
lieve Nelson has the slightest Idea of 
tackling Oan* n second time; In other 
words, that the Dane had all he wanted 
from the du*ky Joe that September after¬ 
noon In the little hollow below the tow’n 
of Goldfield. 

"Then why all thJ* fuss of offering a 
purse and minting a date?” Dlokard tva* 
asked. 

“Because T w»rvnt to settle the matter 
once and for all.” snld T**x. “I was the 
first man to g<-t Gnns and Nelson Into the 
ring and I wanted to Iwtv© It to say, if 
possible, that I arranged the return match 
Wtiween them. I b^gan work on the 
second meeting before I saw through Nel¬ 
son’s bluff. Like many more, I thought 
he was furimfc? to g*-t at Oans. I Inter¬ 
ested merchant* and other burinos* people 
at FJy In my plan*, and even now they 
nil want mo to do my best to bring tho 
fight there. 

“Soon after I owtHnM the scheme I be¬ 
gun to see sign* of weakness on Nelson’s 
port. One thing after another cropped 
up until I finally persuaded myself that 
Nelson wanted none of Gan*’ game. I 
don’t want to waste time and I have 
brought matter* to a stage whore Nelson 
will have to place himself on record." 

• • • 

It isn’t every promoter who can afford 
to declare himself in such a clean-cut 
manner as that. Rickard evidently be¬ 
lieves in the old adage—”money talks”— 
and he attributes other virtues to m<>nriy 
besides it* fluency and its purchasing 
p^*»w'©r. In this particular Instance he 
thinks U will wring the truth from the 
durable Dane. 

It certainly looks as though it were up 
to Mr. Nelson to make a few pointed re¬ 
marks. There Is no occasion to recall 
even a tithe of what he claimed In the 
month following the last engagement with 
Gans. Before he set out from England, 
however, on his return home, he ©ail to 
the British sports: “I am going back to 
force that negro to fight me,” H© sent 
letter* bristling with similar seivimen** 
to Ms friends In this country. 

The Englishmen, no doufot, pictured 
Gans skipping from pillar to post to es¬ 
cape the wrath of the determined Dane, 
while we on this side know that t here 
wa* nothing of that kind at nil. Th© 
reuJ fuels nr© thnt Gan* has shown idm- 
self not only willing but eager to b-«>nk 
another lane© with Nelson. At flr*t 'tons 
was Inclined to ddotate. He wan'ed nn 
afternoon weighing and he wanted the 
lion’* slvare of the purse, no matter who 
caught the referee’s ey» He capitulated 
gradually and gracefully. He agr«*vf flnt 
to weigh at the ringside nnd now he has 
withdrawn hla demand for a sure .’xty 
per cent. 

Of course there are more things In 
match making and pugilism than an* 
dreamed of in any man's philosophy, and 
It may bo that if Nelson declines th f is¬ 
sue there are good and cogent reasons for 
the calming down of his warlike spirit. 
For that mattetr there Is a story afloat 
now to the effect that Nelson’s battling 
days are practically over. Th© whisper 
Is that his nose Is in such shape through 
JnJurkw* and operations that it will n.< 
hear the brunt of another mill without 
rendering him liable to weakening nnd 
possibly fatal hemorrhage*. 

If there is anything of that kkid. 
truth con b© tbld without loss of pr©» llge 
or dignity, no far a* the Hegswisch ero 
l* concerned. But If hi* war equip ©nt 
and his defense are as complete ns *ver 
he cannot very well afford to slight the 
Wg purse* ait pres en t offered.

Incidentally I shouldn’t wonder if Rick¬ 
ard’s latest offer will be the last of the 
Mg purse* for prize fight* in Nev da A* 
a Stumping ground for pugilists the K*p©

Pittsburg Manager Sneaked Away 
Prom Home to Play First Pro¬ 
fessional Baseball. 


Fred Clark©, th© clever manager of the 
Pittsburg club. Is the owner of a fin© 
farm tn Southern Kansas, whore ho 
srpqnds his winters, and intends to live 
permanently after he retires from the 
baseball profession. Th© groat player tolls 
this Interesting story about Ids baseball 
career: 

“I had been playing with tho Do* 
Moines Stars, a team composed or natlvo 
sons. I caught and played short My par¬ 
ents were oppos<*d to my playing ball. I 
had learned my trad©, that of a lather, 
and father and mother, and Incidentally 
several aunt* and uncle*, thought I should 
devote more time to my calling. 

“But 1 liked to play, ball, and In this 
rospoct wo* Just like every other kid. One 
day I received an offer from an Indepen¬ 
dent club In a towm In Iowa. Thoy had 
an Important gome scheduled and were 
uixIoub to have in© take part In IL 

“I knew it would do no good to ask 
for parental consent, so one night I went 
to my room, packed all my belongings In 
an old telescope bag, sneaked out the 
buck way and Htarted for the town where 
tho club desiring my services was located. 
When I got there iind wo pldyed the li r *} 
gam©, In which they thought I did well 
at short, they made me an offer of $4U a 
month to remain. Th« team only played 
three games a week—Friday, Saturday 
and Sunday—and as 1 wu* given deploy¬ 
ment at my trade at $3 a day, things 
vroro coming pretty ©a«y for me.

Outfielder Carries His Tactics 
Too Par In Game With 
Cleveland. 


P AHT of ••MJIo” Kelly’, stock in 
trad© was so to perform on tha 
field as to induce the spectator* 
to Je«r him. and also to chide 
him; say© Jdhn B. Fowtcr. He would 
tfiireotcn and oaJoU* th© umpire©, raiort to 
th© crowd and Irritate th© opposing play¬ 
ers. There was no time in which he hesi¬ 
tated to hold tho center of the stage and 
trust to hts native wit and shrewdness 
to remain there. 

But one day in Cleretaiid hs came a 
cropper, and he never quite got over it 
few th© season, so fax as Ckwdaad was 
ooticerned. The Boston clvib was ploying 
in Cleveland art the time, and the race 
between the teams was very close— so 
elooe. indeed, that a run would tic the 
son»re and another would win. 

Kelly was in right field, where he hod 
aroused th© apeotaitors near him to a 
frenzy by h4© seeming ind Iff ©rone© and 
the •taunting manner In which he affected 
to scorn the strength of the home nine. 
Frequently he called to the other player* 
from his position to “take the gums 
«<w?y,” thtut '*Phf*y hnd a good thing, and 
not to lot it get away,” and that the 
Clevelands were only a “few shines who 
would blow up inside of a month.” 

It Is true, says the Buffalo News, tbs 
clo©e<rw*s of the gum© did not warrant 
such statements, but the crafty Irishman 
calculated that his raillery would touch 
some tender-hearted Cleveland player be¬ 
fore the contest had finished, and result 
In an error that would give Boston a 
vtoiory.

He was a pronounced loft-field hit¬ 
ter. and Kelly, arising to his feot with 
a scornful “Hs, ha!” to the crowd, walk¬ 
ed toward first base until h© was only a 
few feet behind It. 

By some “'hand out" of fat© Zimmer 
caught flu© next boll pitched rather fair¬ 
ly «nd itt an oblique angle, with hte 
t»aL iuvd for once tn his life rapped a 
fly squarely to right field.

ONTINENTA.L racegoers <lo u tot La B 
rarely pause to think that amorg 
the many things they owo to 
England Is the sport that they 
love best, says a special letter rrom Lon¬ 
don. 

Although the first races held at New¬ 
market took place In the year 16k), It 
was considerably more than a century 
later that Germany arid Franco were in¬ 
troduced to the delights of horseniclng 
with bloodstock. 

To Baron Btel, of Zlerow. near Wis- 
mar, la due tho credit of Introducing pur© 
English blood and racing in Germany, 
and tho history of tho Baron's effort* in 
that direction, ns told in old chronicle.*, 
fs worth reproducing. 

Owing to his marring© with an Eng¬ 
lish woman, his Intercourse with Eng¬ 
land <tnd hls perfect familiarity with our 
kuigu.ige, the Baron was enabled to initi¬ 
ate himself Into eomo of the most im¬ 
portant mysteries of horseracing, as well 
as the means by which success Could h* 
obtained—namely, by th© selection of the 
best blood. 

By the assistance of Messrs. Taltersall 
and other friemds, Baron Biel imported 
mi many mures and entire horse* an 
would fom. a stud. 

* * * 

The wide dispersion ot this pure blood 
hnd to b© accomplished, without which 
the Baron was aware racing could never 
be estuMtened. for it would have been 
vain to Imagine that rhe native horse 
could compete with t'h* produce of his 
stud. Wha. followed was curious. 

He advertised an annual sole of tho 
produce of his manes, to take place al¬ 
most a month before the time they wero 
expected to foal, and although It wav 
"counting .he enfekens," customers tver© 
not wanting at about an average price 
of sixty guineas per produce. 

The Barm acted in the most straight¬ 
forward way in conducting the»o Male*. 
The produce was arranged In lots, tick¬ 
et© describing the sire and dam ot each 
w f cr© nut Into a bag, and after he him¬ 
self nad drawn out six lots the rest 
wor© offered to the public, to be deliv¬ 
ered when weaned. 

It is evident that this method of sal© 
wna attended with considerable risk to 
the breeder with an Intention of training 
them, for It was possible that he might 
hav© drawn tho six worst lots out of the 
bag. and left nil the best for his com¬ 
petitors at a distant day. 

As thing? were—with hi* English ex¬ 
perience—rvls success at the commence¬ 
ment of German racing wa« great; but 
had he, In the first instance, kept a re¬ 


serve at hls salt*© he would have been 
th© bull In tho chirm shop among hls 
countrymen whenever he met them on a 
racecourse. 

The Duke of Orleans Is credited with 
introducing horse men g Into France, but 
the public were a-long time before they 
caught on to the sport, which the tallow¬ 
ing anecdote goes to prove. 

A celelsnited English sportsman was 
once fishing In France, and he got *n«.o 
conversation with two French soldiers, 
who mentioned thut they came from 
Caen. 

"Turn you know M. Aumont?" said 
the fisherman (M. Aumont owned one of 
tho longest strings of horses In training 
ut tho time). 

"Yes, sir," was tho reply. "He has a 
h>t «*f horses; but, men Dieu, such tnln 
ones!'' 

A Frenchman of high rank also ex¬ 
pressed the opinion that hls countrymen 
wouJd nearer understand or like hunte- 
ntclng, bticauso "they knew* nothing about 
It, and they are too conceited to be 
taught." 

The editor of a Calais newsi***P<?r, too, 
complained that at tbo Boulogne ruoo© 
there wos no prixo for trotting honse3; 
and Ventured the opinion thst trotting 
races would be more inerestlng than 
"races for horses that wore perfectly use¬ 
less for th© country-*' 

Much wator. however, has flowed un¬ 
der the Pont Neuf stroo these opinions 
were uttered, and instead of Frenchmen 
speaking with pride of tho French Derby 
being worth they at the present

The following letter, written In 1S77 by 
Charles R Chase, vice president of the 
Louisville club, explains how Hall, Cra¬ 
ver, Nichols and Devlin carried on their 
nefarious work, end how they were 
caught In the trap which resulted in the 
quartet being blacklisted for life: 

'Possibly no event lrv the history of 
baseball ever created ©o great an excite¬ 
ment os when. In December, 1677, tho an- 
nouncoment wus made that the Louisville 
baseball club had expelled four of it* 
leading players for having formed a com¬ 
bination to sell out the championship. All 
who are familiar with matters pertaining 
to th© national game will remember that 
tho Louisville League Club of 1*77 was by 
nmny degroos the strongest Aggregation 
of players ever, up to that time, at least, 
brought together In ono team, and very 
©arly In the season It was considered a 
foregone conclusion that tho Louisvllles 
would win the pennant 'hands divwn.' As 
the Louisville club was not formed until 
lute In th© fall of 1876, the first season’s 
team was not a strong omf; In fact. It 
was made up mostly of material cast off 
by other clubs, but by retaining the boat 
of that year's nine and strengthening it 
by such additions as Hall, Craver, Lath¬ 
am, Crowley and Shafer, the team of 1877 
became almost Invincible. Devlin and 
Snyder constituted a battery beyond eoro- 

? arisen, while Latham, Gerhoxdt. Craver 
I ague, Hall, Crowley and Shafer, not 
only ranked among tho highest In field¬ 
ing ability, but as wlelders of the bat 
they could not be excelled, and they work¬ 
ed together like a piece of finely-modeled 
machinery, In wifleh each part contributes 
Its share In forming a perfect whole. By 
Oie middle of the season it was conceded 
by all that the Louisville club had taken 
such a lead It could not be headed, and 
its phenomenal success Is what brought 
about its ultimate ruin. In those day* 
pools upon the game wero sold in every 
poolroom throughout the country, the 
same as pools upon racing events are sold 
now; but the Louisville club had become 
such a strong favorite that bettors could 
hardly be Induced to risk their money 
against It even at very' long odds. The 
gamblers recognized In this situation of 
affairs a chance to reap a rich harvest 
upon a small investment, and they at 
once set about 'subsidizing 1 some mem¬ 
bers of the nine. 

• • • 

"About the middle of the season, our 
third baseman, Hague, had a boll make 
Its appearance under hls left firm, and 
this almost totally incapacitated him 
from playing. As non© of our substi¬ 
tutes was a strong Infielder, and as w’e 
could not afford at that ‘stage of the 
game' to weaken our team, we cast 
around for some one to guard the third 
bag until such time as Hague should 
be able to resume his position. George 
Hall, then the captain of th© nine ad¬ 
vised most strongly that we secure Al- 
bert Nichols formerly of the Mutual 
Club, but who at that tlmo was playing 
in Pittsburg, and as Hall recommended 
him as being a very fine fielder and 
strong batter, our manager, Mr. Chap¬ 
man, was authorized to secure him at 
once. From the time of Nichols* em¬ 
ployment dated the series*of unlooked-for 
events which robbed Louisville of the 


was probably acquainted with.

"Tho night following that upon which 
both HoJl and Devlin made their confes¬ 
sions th© entire team was summoned to 
meet tho directors of tho club at the pres¬ 
ident’s office, and they were requested to 
sign an order upon the Western Union 
Telegraph Company, giving th© director* 
permission to Inspect any and all cjls- 
JMbtchos received or sent by them. They 
were told that if they were honest nu»n 
they could not object to having their dis¬ 
patches inspected, find that the fa.lare 
of any fueinber to sign the order would 
be construed into an acknowledgment of 
guilt, for which the player would be at 
one© expelled. Mr, John A. HaUlemnn de¬ 
voted several day* to searching far the 
telegrams sent and received by the mem¬ 
bers of the club, but they Implicated non^ 
but those already known to be dishonest 
(below I append copies of some of tho tel¬ 
egrams). and a week later a thorough In¬ 
vestigation took place, conducted by the 
Horn Asher Oa.ru tli, then Congress¬ 
man. which resulted In the expulsion of 
Devlin, Hall and Nichols, Craver having 
been expelled as before stated. 

"Of all tiie money this rascally ring re¬ 
ceived, and It must have been a large 
amount- It was proven that Devlin never 
received but $100, for once In the power of 
Hall and Nichols, they foroed him to 
throw games under threats of exposure. 

"To the credit of the Louisville club 
be It saJd that It was the first and only 
one In tho league which had the courage 
to expel a player for crooked playing, for 
there.were several members of other clubs 
who were known to be equally guilty, but 
their club managers wore afraid to tako 
action against them. That th© expulsion 
of the Loulsvlllo players had the effect 
for a time of retarding the popularity of 
the game and causing the public to be 
suspicious of oil players, there can b© no 
doubt, for while It had been suspldoned 
that some players In the league were 
crook ed it had never been proved and 
was, therefore, only a suspicion. Never¬ 
theless, the action of tho Louisville club 
resulted In placing the league upon a more 
solid foundation and no doubt placed a 
quietus upon dishonest playing

New National Banks 

and Other Financial News 


Will Receive Another Fine 
Crop of Wheat. 


MOST TREACHEROUS MONTH 
GONE SAFELY BY. 


ONE MORE WEEK OF DISCOM¬ 
FORT FOR BULLS. 


SCARE STORIES FROM INDIANA. 


Chicago, Ma-rch SI.—[Special.]—Now 
that the month of March, the most 
treacherous to the wheat crop, has gone 
by, there is a general trade feeling 
that the yeaj* 1907 Is to pour another 
fine crop Into the nation's lap. The 
diagnosis is that the crisis has passed, 
but that there may yet be relapses 
of very serious Import. Unless the 
weather is unseasonably cold this week, 
the field experts will be able to tell 
pretty well how much of the wheal 
acreage has been winter killed. Higher 
temperatures are coaxing the green in 
the fields where the gTain Is unhurt. 
Where it is gone beyond recovery, of 
course, there are brown spots that 
mean something. 

With another week of small comfort 
for the American bull in the general 
trade situation abroad, attention is 
given almost entirely to crop stories. 
These varied about as widely as they 
could, but the consensus of opinion still 
Is that neither the green bug, warm 
weather, cold weather nor anything 
else has inflicted widespread injury 
upon the growing crop. There are scare 
stories from Ohio and Indiana of win¬ 
ter killing. Oklahoma continues to 
howl about, the prevalence of the Texas 
bug and Its alleged ravages. Southern 
Kansas and Missouri see a menace in 
the fact that considerable wheat has 
already become Jointed and laid itself 
open to easy hurts by a spell of cold 
weather. Trouble may easily ensue on 
that score, but the question simply re- 
«>lvea Itself into a gamble on the 
weather of the future. 

These crop-damage tales are not to be 
ignored by any means. There is some¬ 
thing in them, but the cautious stu¬ 
dent will wait a little longer before he 
makes up his mind. While he Is wait¬ 
ing he scrutinizes the developments af¬ 
fecting the crop of 1907. and sees little 
to cheer the wisher of higher values 
in the homo markets. 

Argentine did not send out as much 
wheat by 1 . 100.000 bushels as she did 
the week before, and not quite as much 
as for the corresponding week a year 
ago, but since the first of January the 
South American exports have aggre¬ 
gated 39.768.000 bushels, or about 6 - 
0 OOJMV) bushel® more than for the saine 
* >eriod week's shipments 

, busht ,8 ‘ compared with 
4.63~,000 bushels the week before. 

f 8 *** the arrivnia of grain from 
the Interior are not so satisfactory in 
quality as heretofore, an admission that 
may be significant, although the move¬ 
ment is still liberal as to quantity. 

While Argentine let down material¬ 
ly on hor shipments, Russia and the 
Dansube came to the front with exports 
of about 800.000 bushels more than a 
week ago. Primary market receipts in 
this country continue very large as 
compared with those of a yeer ago. 
The forwarding of grain has been so 
liberal and persistent, in fact, that 
f 3 ith in the Government figures of big 
reserves is becoming more general and 
Impressive. Duluth and Minneapolis 
are stUl adding to their stocks rapidly 
and the same is true of Canadian 
points. 

FYvwn a speculative standipolnt the 
situation in wheat does not look par¬ 
ticularly encouraging. The Chicago 
market especially presents a heavy ap¬ 
pearance. owing to the large store of 
No. 2 red wheat hanging over it. The 
owners of this wheat, it Is thought, 
have given up the idea of trying to 
merchandise It. but instead will deliver 
It out on May contracts. Stocks In 
other primary markets are accumulat¬ 
ing at a lively pace. 

Dealers are frank to say that there 
is need of a liberal export demand for 
the remainder of the season to keep 
base stocks from becoming burden¬ 
some. Considerable wheat nit]eady sold 
ao ad will move from Duluth. Fort 
William and Port Arthur with the 
opening of navigation, but foreigners 
win luvvi to come into the market in 
a large way again this spring if the 
surplus from last year's harvest is to 
be disposed of in time to make room 
for the crop now on the way. 

If the prospects for the new crop 
should be radically impaired between 
now and the middle of June, of course 
tho face of the situation would become 
very different. 

Flour makers In the West and North¬ 
west complain that trade Is not satis¬ 
factory and that the immediate outlook 
is discouraging. At no point is there 
reported a foreign demand worth men¬ 
tioning. Canada Is doing better and 
shipments of flour are going forward 
there. During the coming week the 
weather promises to be again the domi¬ 
nating Influence and no chance will 
be lost to twist things Into crop scares. 
For the time being it is the only re¬ 
course of the bull. 

The movement of com keeps beyond 
that of a year ago. but the receipts 
haw not proved burdensome at any 
point and values are well mnintwined. 
Farm work has not been active enough 
to Interfere with the natural prompt¬ 
ings to market the grain, but the 
weather of ten days has resulted in ex¬ 
tensive preparations, ami a lighter 
movement after tJhls week will not bo 
surprising. The demand for cash corn 
from the East has not been urgent, 
shipping focUHIes having much to do 
wifh the slackness of business of this 
sort. Foreign markets for the most 
part have been satisfactory, but the. 
ion ranees are not encouraging. The ' 1 
w*-k wont by with no features of mo- 
mmt. Corn planting has started in th« 
mort smi'horly districts of the corn 
boh, and indications are for an early 
completion of the work in the surplus 
States. 

Oats was affected dally by the con¬ 
dition of the other cereal market. 
Shippers reported a weak demand from 
the Dart, some of the recent buyers 
there having pulled temporarily out of 
the market. Seeding of oats In Illi¬ 
nois and Iowa Is said to be nearing 
completion. There was considerablv 
call for September oats from commis¬ 
sion houses on the strength of the dry 
weather In t.he Southwest. Consump¬ 
tion Is large and there is no flaw' In the 
general situation. FVirm work and the 
forthcoming opening of navigation will 1 
have the effect of narrowing new sup¬ 
plies and of narrowing those in 
sirht. 

Hog prices slumped again at the first 
of the week, but later, on lighter re¬ 
ceipts. there was a recovery, choice 
hegs selling as high as $6.60, thereby 
disappointing the po.'kers who had pre¬ 
dicted a $f> basis. Speculators in the 
farming section* are holding mtnny 
droves of hogs, but after those are out 
of the way receipts are likely to fall 
off materially, in which even valuer 
may get back to the basis of a few 
weeks agv>. Although the best h nr* 
celling fifty cents to seventy cents b-- 
low the top prices In February, th^y at* 
rtill higher than a year ago. and are 
profitable for feeding on current pr 1 cp« 
cf corn. Total slaughtering at the big

The un¬ 
precedented rise of sixteen cents per 
barrel was regbiterod by the better 
grade of Kentucky olU this being the 
only grade affected by the ad varies. 
The addition of sixteen et*nu to the 
former selling price of $1.04 per barrel 
Is without precedent In hlgh-gi'ade oil 
fields for years. Two and rour-oent 
advances are usual when the market 
taites an upward turn; five-comt ad¬ 
vances are rare, and the sudden big 
jump taken by Kentucky oil came as a 
complete surprise to operators. As no 
other oils were affected, It Is surmised 
that competition in the Kentucky crude 
oil markfcit brought about the nuee. 

It has been over a year since dollar 
oil was reached In the Kentucky crude 
oil fields, until the recent advances, 
which brought tho batter grade consul 
erably over the dollar ilguic. Operators 
are elated at the advance, and Die dJrv*.\t 
result is expected to be a great ex 
panslon of developments In the various 
divisions. With the further Incentive 
furnished by tho discovery of new poc*l« 
of oil, the rig builder is expected to get 
a hustle on himself during the coming 
season, and the rattle of the drlU will 
become more familiar in divisions 
whloh have long been In a state of 
lethargy. 

In the principal field of Kentucky, 
Wayne county, some fine results have 
attended recent drilling. Three fifty- 
barrvlers and a producer of lighter cal¬ 
iber were results of the part week's 
work. Parmheysvllle show’s two strikes 
averaging fifty barrels each, and the 
old SUckford development came to the 
front with a fifty-harreler. The two 
two-cent advances early in the month 
started several new rigs to work in 
Wayne county, and the recent sixtecn- 
cenl advance will cause new work to 
be started on all sides. 

Some deep testing Is now being con¬ 
ducted In the old Sunnybrook division 
of Wayne county. That division was 
at one time the sensation of the Ken 
lucky oil fields, the first gushers being 
drilled there. Developments were in 
shallow sand, and since the failure of 
»the wells the field was abandoned, until 
new operators put some life into the 
development with a series of tests. One 
hole his been drilled 1.500 feet deep, and 
several showings of oil found.

PROFESSIONAL DYNAMITER. 


[American Mncraxine] 

The finished type of the dynamiter Is 
tho man who has the ability to rise, and 
the luck to survive long enough tjo grad¬ 
uate from the plant and become an 
agent. In his best embodiment the ex¬ 
plosive agent Is something of a chem¬ 
ist, something of a quarryman, some¬ 
thing of an electrician, a good deal of 
a mineralogist, and. above all, a man of 
resource and coolness. It Is he who does 
the exploding. The factory gets notice 
from a railroad that a contract In open 
for the destruction of n ledge of rock 
which blocks their line of advance. Away 
goes the agent, with his gripsack full of 
ready-made destruction, to look the 
thing over. First he draws upon his 
mlneraloglc lore to determine the nature 
of the rock. If It Is very hard he uses a 
high grade of hls explosive, which de¬ 
livers a quick, shattering Wow. In case 
of soft rock b lower grade supplies a 
blast which will produce a wider effect, 
although It will not break the dislodged 
rock into such small pieces. Next, as a 
quarryman, he considers the nature of 
the ledge and the indicated fissures or 
vtdns, and plans hls drilling accordingly. 
Then he murt attend to the drilling of 
the holes, the tAmplng of the charge, 
and—here hls electrical knowledge is 
called for—the arrangement of the bat¬ 
teries. After a few blasts he gives the 
railroad company hls estimate, and if it 
Is accepted ho may oversee the Job him¬ 
self.

BAD ROADS CAUSE DELAY. 

Spring Fails to Bring Expected Activ¬ 
ity in Oil Development. 

Toledo, O.. March 31.—[Special. ]— 
Operators in the various oil producing 
districts east of the Mississippi river 
have been awaiting spring ere they 
contemplated starting active develop¬ 
ment work, but spring Is now in full 
bloom, but there la another hindrance, 
which is nothing but tflw? bad condi¬ 
tions of the highways In ail sections 
of the producing area, and no groat 
activity will be shown until this weath¬ 
er condition miakes a change for the 
better. Gasoline has taken another 
boost, which shows In ervldence that 
the high-grade oil will certainly taJto 
another upward trend, axid what the 
oil men of Ohio. Indiana, Illinois and 
Kentucky are sparring for Is dollar 
oil. This price will make the drill w’ork 
as It did In the palmy days of the 
Trenton limestone fields of Indiana and 
Ohio, when oil derricks were as thick 
as berries on a bush. Of all the oil 
fields east of the big river mentioned, 
Indiana has the best highways, and 
material could be moved to leases at 
most any time. If the authorities would 
allow the heavy hauling over their nu¬ 
merous pikes thAt ndom the oil field 
of the State. The highways jn North¬ 
western Ohio are fairly good, but noth¬ 
ing to compare with the Indiana roads, 
while tn Scruithenatem Ohio, Weet Vir¬ 
ginia, Pennsylvania and Kentucky the 
roods are almost Impassable, and the 
marry hills to contend with In getting 
out machinery and supplies makes the 
drilling of wildcat wells very expensive. 
The highways In Illinois are a fright, 
and now that the oil people arc taking 
a barge amount of capital to the State, 
the authorities can affoad to give thorn 
better highways.

Miw. France* Morris BciU. of 1130 
Twentieth street, died at noon yester¬ 
day from the effect* of carbolic acid 
which she had swallowed a few mo- 
men its before. Despondency, caused, It 
Is said, by family trouble*, is believed 
to have prompted her action. 

Mrs. Bell’* mother. Mrs. Mattie B 
Monw of Sholbyvllle, and & brother, 
Walter Morris, were sitting In a room 
at the BeU home yesterday morning, 
when Mrs. Bell came in from another 
room, throw herself on a bed and cried 
that she had taken canbotllc acid. A 
tin cup was fn the woman's hand, and 
from this she drank the poison. No 
bottle which had contained acid could 
bo found. 

With tho declaration of the woman 
that she had taken poison, the alarm 
was spread, and Capt. John Schmidt 
and Fireman George Boylan, of No. 12 
engine company, which Is Just across 
tile street, were the first to reach the 
woman’s side. Dr. Benjamin J. Tea- 
ford. of 1934 West Walnut street, was 
called, but all efforts to save the wom¬ 
an failed. She died at noon. 

A brother of Mrs. Bell’s, Waiter Mor¬ 
ris. who ha* lived at the Bell home 
for some time, aald yesterday after¬ 
noon: 

"She was temporarily insane, I think, 
due to despondency over her husband's 
neigkxM. Yesterday Bell came home at 
4 o’clock, but left again right away, 
ar.d has not been back since. 

"I do not think that her husband 
knows that slater la dead. For the 
past twt> weeks he ha* given her no 
money, although he has been at work 
all the time. 

"Mother and I didn’t know what sla¬ 
ter had done until she came into the 
room and said that she had swallowed 
ackL A !lttU while before |1 .at I wjb 
Bitting with Julius, her little boy, on my 
lap, showing him the funny pictures 
In the nev j» paper. His mother came in 
and put i»cme money Inrto hi* pocket 
and kissed him. I thought at the time 
thut It was funirvy, but afterward I 
knew wdi^t she meant." 

A neighbor said: 

"Mrs. Bell was over here for a long 
time Uhl8 morning, and she was awfully 
worried. At time* she didn’t seem to 
taJk right, but I talked to her and 
tried to gvt her mind off hor trouble, 
and she seemed more cheerful when she 
left. I think her trouble must have 
driven her craxy." 

Mrs. Beil was twenty-three years of 
age and had been married for ndne 
years. Waiter Bell, her husband. Is an 
interior painter and has been working 
In the new Paul Jones building. A 
son. Julius, six years of age, Is their 
only child. Mrs. Boll’s maiden name 
was FYamoea Cleveland Morris, and her 
home was formerly at Harrodsburg, 
and It is probable that the body will 
bo taken 'there for burial. Funeral ar- 
rangemerits have not yet been complet¬ 
ed, however, but U Is probable that It 
wiU be fn-xm the Methodist church at 
Harrodsburg. of which church Mrs. Bell 
was a member. 

The death of M.ra Bell make* the 
fifth death In the family within a single 
year.
